Exploiting National Peril. 

The policy of “wait and fiddle” 
has the effect, he declared, of 
“inviting every group to exploit 
the national peril for its own self- 
ish advantage.” 

Thus if Congress fails to enact 
an adequate standby mobilization 
law, it will be putting a premium 
on selfishness, said Baruch. 

He urged the committee to 
avoid being misled by arguments 
raised against Government con- 
trols in peacetime.

GUARANTEED PAY 


Playground Program in Summer 
Tied to Increase in School Tax 


1953 


To counteract Communist stra- 
tegy which is ban on “anoth- 
er American depression,” Reuth- 
er said yesterday, his union has 
decided to place “the guaranteed 
annual wage at the top of our 
collective bargaining agenda.” 
Although the details of the 
guaranteed annual wage have not 
been worked ‘out, the reaction of 
the 2500 delegates at the conven- 
tion to the new Reuther plan“ 
indicates overwhelming approval. 
Annual Wage Provisions. 


One version of the guaranteed 
annual wage calls for guarantees | 
to workers with two years senior- 
ity on the job of 52 weeks’ work 
at 80 per cent of their regular 
pay, figured on a 40-hour work 
week. For those with one-year 
seniority, 26 weeks’ work would 
be guaranteed at 80 per cent of 
the regular pay. The main objec- 
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tive is work, rather than pay, 
guarantees. 


“The time has come to consider 
labor costs as annual costs, be- 
cause they are annual costs,” 
Reuther said. “Prevention of un- 
empléyment is the main goal. It 
is work we want and not pay for 
idleness, for only out of work 
can we get the goods out of which 
high living standards are made. 
There will be more and steadier 
work when management is re- 
quired to pay for idleness.” 
Reuther is frankly making this 
convention a springboard for 
launching a new and determined

Wounded was C. L. Eubanks, 
18, held on burglary charges. 

Foster had a flesh wound in the 
thigh when a gun discharged as 
Eubanks and another officer 
fought for the weapon. 

The attempted break began 
about 9 a.m. when jail guard Jess 
Miles went to the fifth floor of 
the jail for Ford ‘and Eubanks. 
They said they wanted haircuts 
before regular Sunday morning 
church services. They overpow- 
ered Miles and freed the other 
five with his keys. 

They were armed with a length 
of chain, two knives, a club and 
a sharp-edged spoon, but had no 
guns. 

All seven crowded into a small 
elevator and ordered a Negro 
trusty to take them to the base- 
ment. The trusty, Horace Mosby, 
is 4 feet 4 and weighs 75 pounds. 

Between the second and third 
floors Baker ordered Mosby to 
stop the elevator. 

‘For Blood and Death.’ 

“We're going for blood and 
death,” said Baker. “You keep me 
covered and we'll all get out.”

True, he was not state Republican chairman at 
the time; but he had acted as such in the cam- 
paign year of 1950, when the state administra- 
tion which bought the property was elected. He 
was so thoroughly identified with the state 
Republican organization that the chairman of 
the legislative committee which recommended 
approval of the deal testified that he had actu- 
ally been under the impression that Mr. Roberts 
represented the state and not the insurance 
company. 

While in this same condition of intimate if not 
official connection with the state Republican 
organization, Mr. Roberts also received a fee 
from the Cities Service gas interests for keeping 
track of legislation that might affect them. 

Laying aside the legal dispute as to whether 
Mr. Roberts “lobbied” in a technical sense, it 18 
clear that he did handle matters before Kansas 
governmental agencies in cases where he was 


receiving a salary or fee. 


Can the Eisenhower Administration afford to 
apply any lesser standard of political morality 
than that applied by a Democratic subcommittee 
in the Truman Administration? And if that 
standard is — to Mr. Roberts, what then? 
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Mr. Stifel on the Earnings Tax 

Carl Stifel. Republican candidate for Mayor, 
has denounced the city earnings tax as -“inequit- 
able“ and urged that it be abolished as soon as 
a satisfactory substitute can be found. 


Voters have heard all this before, in other 
local campaigns. The record shows that candi- 
dates find it much easier to talk about getting 
rid of the tax than to do it. Mayor Darst found 
that to be true. Mr. Stifel recognizes that abol- 
ishing the tax forthwith would injure the city. 


Today's Mirror of Public Opinion helps ex- 
pla‘ this. More and more cities—even those 
which get the kind of state aid recommended 
by Mr. Stifel—have been compelled to turn to 
the earnings tax. It has become a last resort 
of hard-pressed cities. 

Now most everybody would like to be able to 
do without it. But the earnings tax right now 
is the last financial support of St. Louis. The 
city’s problem is not the fohd hope of getting 
rid of it, but the blunt reality of getting the 
Legislature to extend it. 


Moscow’s New Line 

No longer can it be doubted that the new 
regime in Moscow has brought with it a sharp 
change in public attitudes toward the West. 

The Soviet propaganda line has taken one of 
those sudden 180-degree turns for which it is 
famous. No longer are the Western peoples pic- 
tured as bloedthirsty warmongers, Indeed, Soviet 
commentators are now admitting again that the 
Western peoples played some part in winning 
World’ War Il—a piece of news which has been 
suppressed in Moscow for six or seven years. 
Stalin’s dictum on the nonexportability. of revo- 
lution has been revived, and his dictum on the 
exportability of revolution shelved. Peaceful 
co-existence with the West, on the basis of non- 
interference in the internal affairs of other 
states, is the new byword of Radio Moscow. 

Will the change in attitude go beyond propa- 
ganda? There are signs that it may. The Rus- 
sians have proposed a conftrence in Berlin to 
devise means of avoiding air clashes over the 
border regions of Germany. They have expressed 
regret for the death of British airmen in a shot-. 
down bomber. They have agreed to intercede 
with North Korea for the purpose of obtaining 
the release of 10 British civilians held by the 
Red armies there. 

It is too early to assess the meaning of these 
conciliatory gestures. Some of them may be just 
a new way of following an old aim of Soviet 
policy—to divide Britain and other allies from 
the United States. Or they may be calculated to 
lull the West into slacking off in its defense 
effort. ‘ 

Whatever the meaning, the fact that a major 
policy change is taking place becomes clearer 
every day. And this alone is hopeful—for a 
Soviet policy directed to easing world tensions 
should be better to live with than a policy of 
aggravating those tensions. 
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How Car Inspection Paid Off 

Our legislators at Jefferson City might be 
more willing to adopt the pending proposal! for 
annual inspection of motor vehicles if they con- 
sidered the case of Pennsylvania. That state has 
had mandatory inspection since 1929. For the 
first eight years the inspection was annual, and 
for the last 16 years cars have been inspected 
twice a year. The results have been dramatically 
convincing. 

The percentage of automobile accidents trace- 
able to faulty mechanisms is less than a fourth 
the national figure in Pennsylvania~a mere 3 
per cent. Yet three out of four cars are found to 
need repairs made for safety’s sake every six 
months, Last year inspection resulted in remov- 


ing from the road 131,656 vehicles which had 


been found unsafe for driving at all. If this had 
been the only good result of the inspection pro- 
gram it would have been well worth all the ef- 
fort, safety authorities said.

More Cities Turn to Earnings Taxes -

Rising costs and already high property taxes force municipalities 
to find new revenue sources; levies on wages and profits favored 
because they reach non-residents; many communities already impose 
them, and Gov. Dewey urges that New York be permitted to do 80. 


Richard Spong in Editorial Research Reports 


Caught in the trap of rapidly mounting 
costs and relatively fixed revenues, more 
and more cities are searching for new 
forms of taxation. New York City would 
be allowed to tax wages and salaries of 
residents and non-residents alike under a 
measure proposed by Governor Dewey on 
March 12. 

Governor Dewey carefully distinguishes 
the tax he advocates from a “personal 
income tax,“ which would be “pyramided 
atop the burden of federal and state in- 
come taxes.” 


The Dewey levy would fall on gross re- 
muneration, one fourth of 1 per cent paid 
by the employe, the 
same by the employ- 
er. It would produce 
$60 million a year, 
Dewey estimates. 

Major cities in 
four states at present 
impose taxes on 
gross earnings, at 
rates ranging from 
one half of 1 per 
cent to 1% per cent. 
The states: Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio. 
The cit.es, in the or- 
der in which they 
adopted such taxes: 
Philadelphia, Toledo, Altoona, Columbus, 
Johnstown, Louisville, Scranton, Sharon, 
Springfield (O.), Youngstown, Dayton, 
Erie, New Castle, Paducah, Lexington, 
Newport, Warren, St. Louis. r 

In addition, four Ohio cities of less than 
25,000 population—Campbell, Lancaster, 
Marietta, Struthers—imposed earnings 
taxes in 1952. And at least 262 Pennsyl- 
vania localities, including school districts, 
boroughs and first class townships, as well 
as cities, levy earnings taxes—-with which 
they collected $11,000,600 in 1950. 

The District of Columbia imposes an 
income tax on residents at a rate which is

graduated from 1% per cent to 3 — cent. 
The idea of a municipal earnings tax 
was the logical answer to what Lewis 
Mumford has called the “decay of the 
cities”"—the movement of upper and mid- 
dle igrome groups from the city to the 
suburvs. This exodus was motivated at 
least in part by a general desire to escape 
“igh city property taxes, and most of those 
who moved continued to work in.the city. 


Significantly, Philadelphia, a city in 
which the “decay” has been evident, be- 
came the first municipality to impose a tex 
on wages—and on profits of unincorporat- 
ed businesses—in 1938. 


The Pennsylvania Supreme Court upheld 
the tax, but with qualifications that re- 
quired the repeal of the original law 
and the adoption of a new law in 1939. 
(New York had attempted to adopt an “in- 
come” tax in 1934, but the levy never be- 
came effective.) 


Pennsylvania and Ohio have no state tax 
on individual incomes. Of the four states 
which permit city payroll taxes, only in 
Kentucky and Missouri do local taxes over- 
lap state income taxes, according to a 
study of federal, state and local taxes. 


Duplication of federal, state and munici- 
pal taxed is one of the areas for study by 
President Eisenhower's proposed commis- 
sion on tax simplification. Five of the 
first class cities with payroll] taxes adopted 
them in 1952; however. St. Louis was re- 
imposing a levy which lapsed in 1950, and 
Canton later rescinded its tax by refer- 
endum. 


None of the city taxes applies to invest- 
ment income. All.are withheld by the em- 
ployer. In most cases, exemptions or de- 
ductions for personal expenses are not 
allo 

The taxes are productive: in 1951 Phila- 
delphia collected $43,000,000 in payroll tax, 
almost 30 per cent of that city’s’ total 
revenue. 


The Administration’s Painful. Promises 
From The Wall Street Journal 


A few weeks ago Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Benson, in a speech at St. Paul, Minn., 
laid down a farm policy approach that was 
sound and long overdue. Present farm 
price supports, he said, are a monstrosity. 
The supports should be reduced to a level 
which will return farm commodities to a 
free market while producing insurance 
against disaster. 


More recently Mr. Benson announced 
that the Agriculture Department would 
continue to support butter prices for an- 
other year at their present level of 90 per 
cent of parity, a price that has piled up 
millions of pounds of butter in government 
warehouses and all but removed it entire- 
ly from people's diets. 


Mr. Benson has not changed his convic- 
tion that the butter 3 sup program 
is bad, nor, apparently, his determination 
to alter it.

He was examining a large 
knife brought from the South 
Pacific as a World War II souve- 
nir, and accidentally severed an 
artery in one leg. Amputation 
was necessary. 

On the advice of his physician, 
Billy was not only furnished an 
artificial leg by the society but 
also was given special training in 
how to use it. He is one of several 
children in his family, which is 
unable to finance the heavy ex- 
pense of periodic adjustments and 
new legs which will be necessary 
as Billy grows. The society plans 
to take care of this until he is 
fully grown. 

Randall, 9 years old, suffered a 
broken back when he fell from a 
tree in which he was swinging in 
imitation of a comic-strip hero. 
The St. Louis Society for Crippled 
Children has provided him with 
necessary braces and a wheelchair, 
and plans to furnish new ones as 
needed. 

In addition, since physicians 
have decided Randall can never 
become self-supporting because of 
the injury, the society has as- 
signed a social worker to help him 
and the family.

PARIS, March 23 (AP)—Raoul 
Dufy, famed French painter, died 
early today of a ‘heart attack in 


was 75 years old. 

. The artist, one of the famous 
“Fauves” (wild beasts) whose 
bright colors helped to’ revolu- 
tionize modern art early in this 
century, had suffered for years 
from arthritis. He returned to 
France in July 1951 after spend- 


recovering partial use of his crip- 
pled hands. 

Only yesterday, Dufy went for 
an automobile drive in the warm 
spring weather, after being con- 
fined indoors for weeks with a 
lung congestion. The heart attack 
occurred at 4 a.m., at his home 
in Corcalquier, a village south of 
Avignon. He died an hour later. 

Funeral services probably will 
be held in the Riviera city of 
Nice. 

“Art and arthritis are the two 
most important things in my life,” 
he said a few years ago, “and I 


must try to prevent one from kill- 
ing the other.”

HILDREN should be admonished to keep family affairs

In 
his innocence, the child is likely to disclose just the informa- 
tion sought by the prying adult, to the subsequent embarrass- 
ment of his parents. The child should be instructed to avoid 
such prying persons. 

It is not only irritating to have the family’s private doings, 
through the child, eventually broadcast by the inquisitive adult;

has been warned to shun these gossip searchers. The young- 
ster may rely later on white lies when he is questioned, and 
even go so far as to dramatize his misinformation.

Red Cross Serves the Home Front 


Chapter Offers Assistance to Numerous Problems of St.

Perhaps they come into the of- 
fice of the St. Louls chapter at 
3414 Lindell boulevard, wait in 
the anteroom and become 


tallied among the 2200 in 
uals served each month by 
Red Cross. But whatever their 
method of approach, they can be 
assured that a sympathetic and 
efficient worker will help un- 
tangle what to them seems a dif- 
ficult and sometimes impossible 
problem with the ease of practice. 

In many ways the problems are 
the same as those encountered in 
World War II, but in other ways 
they are difterent. 

“One of the differences is the 
rapid turnover of service men,” 
says William R. Ebbinghaus, di- 
rector of Home Service. “That 
means that we get the same prob- 
lems repeated and the biggest 
problem is the one of adjustment 
— youngsters leaving home for 
the first time, wives being sep- 
arated from their husbands. In 
December, for instance, we had 
a flood of requests for aid from 
wives who were coming back to 
St. Louis to be with their fam- 
ilies because their husbands were 
going overseas. 

“The wife, who is deprived of 
her husband's support, either fi- 
nancial or moral, is one of our 
problems. We spend $5000 a 
month in this chapter on assist- 
ance to wives and children l- 
though only 5 per cent of our 
contacts ask for aid.” 

The biggest commodity dis- 
pensed is information, and it is 
in this capacity that 23 volunteer 
social welfare aides assist the 
20 professional and 10 clerical 
workers. 

“The tragic cases are routine,” 
Mrs, Jack Wiseman, chairman of 
volunteers, describes their work, 
“so we seem to remember the 
funny ones. Like the case of the 
woman who was afraid her cookies 
might fall into the hands of the 
enemy.” . 

Sometimes a phone call, like 
the one from the man who want- 
ed complete instructions on how 
to send a cake to his son for 
his birthday takes a great deal 
of patient explanation about the 
type of cake best for shipping 
(fruit), the best kind of box (tin), 
and special aids to prevent dam- 
- (popcorn makes a good buf- 
er). 2 
To us it's just one call, a mark 
on a piece of paper,“ says Mrs. 
Wiseman, “but to them it’s a 
serious problem.” 

Some of the préblems are seri- 
ous by any standards. [Iliness in 
the family of a service man is 
always a matter of concern. 

“When the situation is serious, 
we get in touch with the doctor 
to ascertain whether the service 
man’s presence is necessary,” Eb- 
binghaus said. “One of the most 
prevalent misunderstandings is 
that the Red Cross has something 
to do with the ultimate decision. 
We play no part in the decision. 
All we do is get the facts. Our 
military is more humane than 
most and does all it can to make 
special arrangements whenever 
possible.” 

Not long ago, for example, a 
service man’s wife appealed to 
the Red Cross because of dire 
financial need. It was discovered 
that because of a clerical error, 
she was not receiving the proper 
allotment. She had two small chil- 
dren, one of them handicapped, 
and was about to have a third 
under circumstances indicating a 
difficult birth. The Red Cross was 
able to have the soldier fur- 
loughed home to be with her until 
the child was born. 

“Its difficult for people to 
understand why one service man 
will get an emergency furlough 
and another won't,“ says Ebbing- 
haus, “but the military has a 
tough job. They have to make a 
decision as to whether a man is 
needed more at home or where 
he is. Obviously a fellow waiting 
for assignment at Salina, Kan., 
ean be spared to come home when 
his mother is only moderately ill

When South next led the ace and 
king of clubs and the jack 
peared from West, the picture 
was complete. West could not 
have the queen of diamonds, be- 
cause with that card his total 
point-count would have been 13 
—and West did not pass such 
hands originally. 

This logical conclusion left 
South with only one hope—that 
East’s marked queen of diamonds 
was only singly guarded. Operat- 
ing on that chance, South led a 
diamond and, when West played 
low, went up with dummy’s king. 
He then ruffed away the heart 
queen and led another diamond. 


Now the opponents were help- 
less. West could not put up the 
ace without dropping his part- 
ner’s blank queen. He ducked, and 
the queen won, but East could 
return only a spade or a heart, 
on either of which declarer could 
discard his last diamond while 
ruffing in dummy. 7
